prov ide

thus sav e considerable time in 
the later processing of the loans 
application by a lender.

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WORLD FOOD PRODUCTION 
With all the practice man has had in 
rustling up v ictuals, he still do esn’t seem to 
be v ery go o d at it. 
A United Natio ns repo rt fo r 19 5 1-5 2 sho ws 
wo rld fo o d pro ductio n is barely keeping up 
with the po pulatio n increase. Wo rse y et, is 
the faulty distributio n o f fo o d. 
The United States is o ne o f the relativ ely 
few co untries which is do ing all right. In 
fact we’re do ing almo st to o well. One o f o ur 
medical pro blems is that we’re to o fat. 
Fo r the two -y ear perio d co v ered by the 
repo rt the daily av erage calo rie co nsumptio n 
per perso n in this co untry increased fro m 
3,17 0 to 3,210. 
But ev en here we’re plagued at the mo ­ 
ment with to o much fo o d in so me places 
and to o little in o thers. Wheat, fo r instance. 
States east o f the Mississippi are go ing to 
hav e a bumper cro p this y ear. But they 
hav e o nly limited sto rage spacfc. The big­ 
gest wheat-gro wing states farther west, 
ho wev er, are go ing to hav e a belo w-av qrage 
cro p. Yet this is where the biggest sto rage 
facilities are. 
With all this, we’re still go ing to hav e 
mo re than eno ugh wheat fo r o ur needs, 
what with mo re than a half-billio n-bushel 
surplus fro m last y ear. 
The big fo o d sho rtages are in o ther parts 
o f the wo rld, no tably India, where the fear 
o f famine is co nstant. India’s daily calo rie 
co nsumptio n per av erage indiv idual is o nly 
a little mo re than half what o urs is. Yet 
ev en that has dro pped nearly 400 calo ries a 
day belo w the pre-Wo rld War II av erage. 
The calo ric intake in So uth America is 
remaining abo ut statio nary . And ev en in 
fo o d-rich Denmark, the intake is still belo w 
the prewar av erage. The same go es fo r 
Germany , Ireland, Austria, Greece and Italy . 
There are sev eral reaso ns fo r this situa­ 
tio n. One o f them is that so much pro duc­ 
tiv e effo rt and equipment is dev o ted to turn­ 
ing o ut things o ther than fo o d. Also , inter­ 
natio nal trade barriers keep fo o d o ut o f so me 
co untries where it is needed. And do llar 
sho rtages are a serio us handicap. 
Fo rtunately fo r ev ery bo dy , right in the 
middle o f these bleak statistics co mes alo ng 
a man named J aco b Ro sin with a bo o k 
called, “ The Ro ad to Abundance.” 
Ro sin say s the o nly reaso n ev ery bo dy in 
the wo rld isn’t well fed is that we’v e go t an 
“ Infatuatio n with nature” and try to raise 
o ur edibles the hard way . 
Agriculture, as we no w practice it, is the 
mo st inefficient o f industries, he say s, need­ 
ing a fantastic amo unt o f space to pro duce 
a relativ ely small return. And all at a co st 
much higher than it need be. 
Sy nthetic fo o ds pro duced by chemistry 
are Ro sin’s answer and he say s they wo uld 
taste just as go o d and co ntain as much fo o d 
v alue as the real thing. Furthermo re, there 
wo uld be no limit o n the amo unts that co uld 
be pro duced sy nthetically . In o ther wo rds 
there sho uld be eno ugh fo r ev ery bo dy . 
Which so unds fine, if peo ple can be per­ 
suaded to eat beefsteak manufactured o n a 
Detro it assembly line instead o f o n a Tex as 
ranch. And if the Tex as ranchers and Io wa 
co rn gro wers can be talked into giv ing up 
their o utdo o r independence and beginning 
to punch a time clo ck in a fo o d facto ry . 
That last part, particularly , might take a 
little do ing.

INTENT 
Th e main purpose of an intelligence organiza­ 
tion of any country is to gath er, ev aluate and utilize 
information on th e intent of friend and foe alike. 
Intent is a m atter of ev aluation and may inv olv e 
a certain amount of estimating, assuming, and 
ev en cry stal gazing. A competent intelligence or­ 
ganization does not rule out any possibility ; it tries 
not to be caugh t sh ort and th en h av e to alibi its 
failure to forecast th e conduct of oth er nations. 
It exists to do forecasting and its officials are 
paid to do precisely 'th at. 
Th e public and ev en th e press know v ery little 
about th e intelligence activ ities of our country . 
Th ey are necessarily secretiv e and sh ould remain 
so. It used to be th at th e Army , Nav y and State 
Departm ents functioned independently , gath ering 
th eir own data and making th eir own estimates. 
Wh en th is sy stem was in vogue, each departm ent 
sent copies of data to th e oth ers; h ut each made 
its own ev aluations. 
In World W ar 2, th e OSS came into existence 
as a super-espionage organization to specialize in 
difficult operations. It was ov er-adv ertised and 
glamorized wh ich is nev er necessary for espionage. 
Th at spy is best wh o is least known or noticed. A 
h idden organization can become ov ert th rough a 
minor indescretion, th us imperilling th e lives of 
agents. 
For instance, th e single defection of 
Guzenko in Canada led to th e exposure of th e wh ole 
of Sov iet Russia’s espionage apparatus in th e 
W estern world. 
Finally , th e Central Intelligence Agency was 
organized to meet all th e needs of th e country for 
intelligence and espionage. Th e CIA is a large, 
independent 
arm of gov ernment with a h uge 
budget If its judgments and ev aluations are cor­ 
rect. it can be of th e greatest v alue and wh atev er 
is spent on it is justified. 
If its estimates are 
wrong and th e agencies of gov ernment, from th e 
President down, operate on incorrectly ev aluated 
data, th en th e danger to th e country can be enor­ 
mous. 
Th erefore th e CIA, wh ich gath ers, eliminates 
and ev aluates both strategic and tactical data, *s 
a tremendously im portant agency of gov ernment. 
At present, th e CIA is managed by Allen Dulles, 
broth er of th e Secretary of State. His predecessor 
was General W alter Bedell Smith , now Under Sec­ 
retary of State and one of th e closet adv isers 
to General Eisenh ower. 
It is q uite clear from all av ailable data th at 
th e intent of th e Germans to attack in wh at came 
to be known as th e Battle of th e Bulge could 
h av e and sh ould h av e been known. American in­ 
telligence was inadeq uate, particularly as to th e 
intent of th e Germans. Th ere are many explana­ 
tions of wh y we failed to know th e German in­ 
tent. but none of th em is ev en plausible. 
To cite two more instances: it sh ould h av e been 
known in th e early stages of th e Korean W ar, 
th at Ch inese troops were march ing from Canton 
to Marvch uria to come to th e relief of th e North 
Koreans wh o h ad been defeated by General Mae- 
Arth ut. A controv ersy dev eloped as to wh eth er 
General Ch arles A. Willough by , M aeArth ur’s In­ 
telligence officer, or th e CIA was badlv Informed. 
Willough by blames th e CIA and th e ÊIA blames 
Willough by . Th e fact is th at an intention of th e 
Ch inese Communists, many month s in th e making 
and actually in process, was not known to our 
command until th e Ch inese struck at us. 
Similarly , President Sy ngman Rh ee publicly 
stated h is intention to adopt an independent a tti­ 
tude tow’ard anti-Communist prisoners of w ar un­ 
less th e Republic of Korea got a sq uare deal out 
of th e so-called truce. Th is statem ent of intent 
on th e part of th e Republic of Korea, was ev aluated 
incorrectly as a bluff. It turned out to be start- 
lingly real. 
Ev aluation is difficult, req uiring not only enor­ 
mous fundamental knowledge but keen judgment.

How*ever, no inteligence organization 
can or sh ould be responsible for ov ert acts to cor­ 
rect discov ered intentions. Espionage discov ers; 
oth er agencies act on th e discov eries. 
Oth erwise’, 
th e intelligence organization becomes anoth er State 
Departm ent and defies th e reason for its ex istence.

SKIN TESTS FOR ALLERGY 
Some indiv iduals become sarcastic as th ey re­ 
count th e q uestions asked by th e ph y sician in try ­ 
ing to obtain a complete h istory of not only th eir 
own sy mptoms but also a h istory of th e h ealth of 
th eir parents, broth ers and sisters, uncles, aunts, 
grandparents. Yet all th ese q uestions may h av e an 
im portant bearing on th e sy mptoms of th e patient. 
One v ital q uestion th at ph y sicians ask it 
wh eth er or not th e patient h as been taking any 
drug a day or sev eral h ours before coming for h is 
examination. I h av e w ritten before of a h eart pa­ 
tient consulting a ph y sician wh ile taking regular 
doses of digitalis for a h eart condition. Th e ph y si­ 
cian failing to ask th e q uestion about taking any 
drugs allowed a certain amount of exercise to be 
taken because th e h eart condition was guarded or 
controlled by th e digitalis. For th is reason, wh en 
a patient is consulting a ph y sician for allergic 
sy mptoms as present in asth ma, h ay fev er, eczema, 
h ead colds, h iv es and oth er ailments, h e sh ould 
inform th e ph y sician if h e is taking drugs to coun­ 
teract th ese sy mptoms or th e ph y sician, in making 
skin tests to find th e offender or offenders, may 
prescribe drugs causing allergic sy mptoms. 
In th e Journal of th e American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Drs. Joh n M. Sh eldon, Kenneth P. Math ews 
and Robert G. Lovell, Ann Arbor, Mich .,' state th at 
after th e patient giv es a h istory of h is sy mptoms 
and before th e skin tests are conducted, th e ph y si­ 
cian must be sure th at h is patient h as not taken 
anti-h istamines (anti-allergic drugs)—aminoph y l- 
line. epineph rine, eph edrine—with in th e prev ious 
12 h ours. Antih istamine drugs may attenuate (th in 
down) th e wh eel (h iv e) ty pe of skin reaction for 
sev eral h ours after th ey h av e been taken. In fact, 
oth er th an anti-h istamine drugs sh ould not be 
taken with in 12 h ours of th e skin tests as th ey may 
h av e a tendency to affect th e test and make a 
positiv e appear negativ e. 
Wh ore many skin tests are to be made, th ese 
ph y sicians can use th e back of th e patient for skin 
tests—scratch , prick th e needle into upper lay ers of 
skin. Wh en only a few tests are to be made, th e 
forearm or upper arm is used. Th e substances 
causing allergy sy mptoms are usually (1) sub­ 
stances th at can be inh aled from th e air and, (b) 
foods. 
Th e commonest allergic substances floating in 
th e air are cat dander, cattle dander, dog dander, 
h og dander, feath er dust, m attress dust, furniture 
dust, pollen and molds. 
Th e commonest food allergens are: milk, eggs, 
wh eat, potato, nav y brans, ch ocolate, nut meats, 
sea foods, cottonseed, flaxseed. • 
Drs. Sh eldon, Mah ews and Lowell report th at 
th e skin tests for inh alents—dust, pollen, etc.,— 
are h igh ly reliable; th e skin tests for food are not 
so reliable.

With all the practice man has had in 
rustling up victuals, he still doesn’t seem to 
be very good at it. 
A United Nations report for 1951-52 shows 
world food production is barely keeping up 
with the population increase. Worse yet, is 
the faulty distribution of food. 
The United States is one of the relatively 
few countries which is doing all right. In 
fact we’re doing almost too well. One of our 
medical problems is that we’re too fat. 
For the two-year period covered by the 
report the daily average calorie consumption 
per person in this country increased from 
3,170 to 3,210. 
But even here we’re plagued at the mo­ 
ment with too much food in some places 
and too little in others. Wheat, for instance. 
States east of the Mississippi are going to 
have a bumper crop this year. But they 
have only limited storage space. The big­ 
gest wheat-growing states farther west, 
however, are going to have a below-average 
crop. Yet this is where the biggest storage 
facilities are. 
With all this, we’re still going to have 
more than enough wheat for our needs, 
what with more than a half-billion-bushel 
surplus from last year. 
The big food shortages are in other parts 
of the world, notably India, where the fear 
of famine is constant. India’s daily calorie 
consumption per average individual is only 
a little more than half what ours is. Yet 
even that has dropped nearly 400 calories a 
day below the pre-World War II average. 
The caloric intake in South America is 
remaining about stationary. And even in 
food-rich Denmark, the intake is still below 
the prewar average. The same goes for 
Germany, Ireland, Austria, Greece and Italy. 
There are several reasons for this situa­ 
tion. One of them is that so much produc­ 
tive effort and equipment is devoted to turn­ 
ing out things other than food. Also, inter­ 
national trade barriers keep food out of some 
countries where it is needed. And dollar 
shortages are a serious handicap. 
Fortunately for everybody, right in the 
middle of these bleak statistics comes along 
a man named Jacob Rosin with a book 
called, “The Road to Abundance.” 
Rosin says the only reason everybody in 
the world isn’t well fed is that we’ve got an 
“infatuation with nature” and try to raise 
our edibles the hard way. 
Agriculture, as we now practice it, is the 
most inefficient of industries, he says, need­ 
ing a fantastic amount of space to produce 
a relatively small return. And all at a cost 
much higher than it need be. 
Synthetic foods produced by chemistry 
are Rosin’s answer and he says they would 
taste just as good and contain as much food 
value as the real thing. Furthermore, there 
would be no limit on the amounts that could 
be produced synthetically. In other words 
there should be enough for everybody. 
Which sounds fine, if people can be per­ 
suaded to eat beefsteak manufactured on a 
Detroit assembly line instead of on a Texas 
ranch. And if the Texas ranchers and Iowa 
corn growers can be talked into giving up 
their outdoor independence and beginning 
to punch a time clock in a food factory. 
That last part, particularly, might take a 
little doing. 
( 
Vacation trips certainly straighten out one 
thing. After a carefree week or so on the 
highway or at the favorite resort there are 
no more budget worries—usually there isn’t 
even a budget left. 
New York City has established a heli­ 
copter police patrol. The copters will fly 
regular beats keeping an eye on waterways 
and waterfronts. Justice will literally de­ 
scend on wrong-doers from on high.

INTENT 
The main purpose of an intelligence organiza­ 
tion oí any country is to gather, evaluate and utilize 
information on the intent of friend and foe alike. 
Intent is a matter of evaluation and may involve 
a certain amount of estimating, assuming, and 
even crystal gazing. A competent intelligence or­ 
ganization does not rule out any possibility; it tries 
not tc be caught short and then have to alibi its 
failure to forecast the conduct of other nations. 
It exists to do forecasting and its officials are 
paid to do precisely that. 
The public and even the press know very little 
about the intelligence activities of our country. 
They are necessarily secretive and should remain 
so. It used to be that the Army, Navy and State 
Departments functioned independently, gathering 
their own data and making their own estimates. 
When this system was in vogue, each department 
sent copies of data to the others; but each made 
its own evaluations. 
In World War 2, the OSS came into existence 
as a super-espionage organization to specialize in 
difficult operations. It was over-advertised and 
glamorized which is never necessary for espionage. 
That spy is best who is least known or noticed. A 
hidden organization can become overt through a 
minor indescretion, thus imperilling the lives of 
agents. 
For instance, the single defection of 
Guzenko in Canada led to the exposure of the whole 
of Soviet Russia’s espionage apparatus in the 
Western world. 
Finally, the Central Intelligence Agency was 
organized to meet all the needs of the country for 
intelligi ncc and espionage. The CIA is a large, 
independent ami of government with a huge 
budget If its judgments and evaluations are cor­ 
rect. if can be of the greatest value and whatever 
is spent on it is justified. If its estimates are 
wrong and the agencies of government, from the 
President down, operate on incorrectly evaluated 
data, then the danger to the country can be enor­ 
mous.Therefore the CIA, which gathers, eliminates 
and evaluates both strategic and tactical data, *s 
a tremendously important agency of government. 
At present, the CIA is managed by Allen Dulles, 
brother of the Secretary of State. His predecessor 
was General Walter Bedell Smith, now Under Sec­ 
retary of State and one of the closet advisers 
, to General Eisenhower. 
It is quite clear from all available data that 
the intent of the Germans to attack in what came 
to be known as the Battle of the Bulge could 
have and should have been known. American in­ 
telligence was inadequate, particularly as to the 
intent of the Germans. There are many explana­ 
tions of why we failed ^to know' the German in­ 
tent. but none of them Is even plausible. 
To cite tw’o more instances: it should have been 
known in the early stages of the Korean War, 
that Chinese troops were marching from Canton 
to Manchuria to come to the relief of the North 
Koreans who had been defeated by General Mac- 
Arthur. A controversy developed as to whether 
General Charles A. Willoughby, MaeArthur's in­ 
telligence officer, or the CIA was badly informed, i 
Willoughby blames the CIA and the C IA blames j 
Willoughby. The fact is that an intention of the 
Chinese Communists, many months in the making 
and actually in process, was not know’n to our 
command until the Chinese struck at us. 
Similarly, President Syngman Rhee publicly 
stated his intention to adopt an independent atti­ 
tude toward anti-Communist prisoners of war un­ 
less the Republic of Korea got a square deal out 
of the so-called truce. This statement of intent 
j 
on the part of the Republic of Korea, was evaluated , 
incorrectly as a bluff. It turned out to be start- 
linglv real. 
Evaluation is difficult, requiring not only enor­ 
mous fundamental knowledge but keen judgment. 
It would be stupid to assume that evaluation will j 
always be correct and that any human being pos­ 
sesses godlike wisdom. 
Nevertheless, when the stakes are so high, too 
many errors of judgment cannot be lightly accept­ 
ed as average human error. Tha* can be too costly. 
An intelligence organization must be sensitive 
to the intent of every other country. It should 
have, foi instance, anticipated the development of 
neutralism. However, no inteligcncc organization 
can or should be responsible for overt acts to cor­ 
rect discovered intentions. Espionage discovers; 
other agencies act on the discoveries. Otherwise, 
the intelligence organization becomes another State 
Department and defies the reason for its exiftence.

SKIN TESTS FOR ALLERGY 
Some individuals become sarcastic as they re­ 
count the questions asked by the physician in try­ 
ing to obtain a complete history of not only their 
own symptoms but also a history of the health of 
their parents, brothers and sisters, uncles, aunts, 
grandparents. Yet all these questions may have an 
important bearing on the symptoms of the patient. 
One vital question that physicians ask is 
whether or not the patient has been taking any 
drug a day or several hours before coming for his 
examination. I have written before of a heart pa­ 
tient consulting a physician while taking regular 
doses of digitalis for a heart condition. The physi­ 
cian failing to ask the question about taking any 
drugs allowed a certain amount of exercise to be 
taken because the heart condition was guarded or 
controlled by the digitalis. For this reason, when 
a patient is consulting a physician for allergic 
symptoms as present in asthma, hay fever, eczema, 
head colds, hives and other ailments, he should 
intorm the physician if he is taking drugs to coun­ 
teract these symptoms or the physician, in making 
skin tests to find the offender or offenders, may 
prescribe drugs causing allergic symptoms. 
In the Journal of the American Medical Asso­ 
ciation, Drs. John M. Sheldon, Kenneth P. Mathews 
and Robert G. Lovell, Ann Arbor, Mich., state that 
after the patient gives a history of his symptoms 
and before the skin tests are conducted, the physi­ 
cian must be sure that his patient has not taken 
anti-histamines (anti-allergic drugs)—aminophyl- 
linc. epinephrine, ephedrine—within the previous 
12 hours. Antihistamine drugs may attenuate (thin 
dow’nl the wheel (hive» type of skin reaction for 
several hours after they have been taken. In fact, 
other than anti-histamine drugs should not be 
taken within 12 hours of the skin tests as they may 
have a tendency to affect the test and make a 
positive appear negative. 
Where many skin tests are to be made, those 
physicians can use the back of the patient for skin 
tests—scratch, prick the needle into upper layers of 
skin. When only a fcwT tests are to be made, the 
forearm or upper arm is used. The substances 
causing allergy symptoms are usually (1) sub­ 
stances that can be inhaled from the air and, (b) 
foods.The commonest allergic substances floating in 
the air are cat dander, cattle dander, dog dander, 
hog dander, feather dust, mattress dust, furniture 
dust, pollen and molds. 
The commonest food allergens are: milk, eggs, 
wheat, potato, navy beans, chocolate, nut meats, 
sea foods, cottonseed, flaxseed. • 
Drs. Sheldon, Mahevvs and Lowell report that 
the skin tests for inhalents—dust, pollen, etc.,— 
are highly reliable; the skin tests for food are not 
so reliable.
